In addition, District Judge Otero authorized the undersigned to consider all 
pending discovery matters and conduct further hearings and proceedings as may be appropriate 
or necessary.

No further briefing shall be filed for consideration 
by the undersigned regarding the referred matters or any other discovery-related matter before 
the September 5 hearing unless directed by the Court. 

The parties shall be prepared to discuss at the hearing the pending matters and related 
discovery disputes, including the following: 

• Plaintiffs’ request for sanctions against Charlie and Frank Ferrara, and the status of 
collection and production of the outstanding cellular phone records. See Dkt. No. 425. 

• Plaintiffs’ request for sanctions against Sang Lee for his alleged destruction of text 
messages. See Dkt. Nos. 425. 

• The status of the data extraction for the cellular phone of Michael Papayans. See Dkt. 
No. 397. 
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• Plaintiffs’ request for responsive text messages and phone records from the personal 
devices of police officers of the Palos Verdes Estates Police Department. 1 See Dkt. No. 
397. 

• Plaintiffs’ request for photographs associated with Palos Verdes Estates Police Report 
DR 021007, and videos associated with a police memorandum regarding a June 20, 2014 
Lunada Bay Event (bates numbers CITY023466-CITY023473) and an officer report for 
incident 14-12058 (bates numbers CITY017541-CITY017545). .See Dkt. No. 393.
